WasHINGTON, April 6.—[Special.}—The tar- 
sf bill will not be reported before Thursday, 
as the committee has still some work to.do on 
its report. From the moment the bill is re- 
ported to the final vote, there will be a sharp 
contest over this bill. A long debate on it is 
certain, and at itsconclusion Mr. McKinley, of 
Ohio, one of the leading republicans on the 
ways and means committee, will move to strike 
out the enacting clause. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, also of the committee, 
was asked today if he thought the bill wouid 
pass. He replied that he didn’t know and 
didn’t care. The billin a mild form which 
the committee have finally agreed on, will be 
much stronger than Mr. Morrison’s original 
measure would have been, but it willstill have 
serious trouble. The Ohio democrats will vote 
solidly against it, because it puts wool on the 
free list. Randall’s position is undefied. He 
declines to say what he will do, and will take 
position only after the bill comes up for con- 
sideration. 

A COMPLIMENT TO COLONEL BARNES, 

The committce on territories has paid a high 
compliment to Mr. Barnes, of Georgia. A ma- 
jority of the committee had reported in favor 
of opening the Oklohoma lands _ to 
settlement. Mr. Barnes, after a thorough 
study of the question, prepared a minority re- 
port covering the entire ground, and showing 
that these lands could not be thrown open 
without violating existing treaties with the 
Indians. When his report was’ submitted the 
commitice ordered the majogity report with- 
drawn. On a suhsequent vote Mr. Barnes’s 
report was adopted as the majority report, and 
any action taken by the house on this ques- 
tion will probably be on the line so clearly 
laid out by the Georgia congressman. 

THE POSTOFFICE BILL, 

Another Georgia member scored a good 
point today. Mr. Blount succeeded in passing 
the postoffice bill just as he reported it to the 
house, a very rare occurrance. All the general 
appropriation bills are, as a rule, patched up 
with various amendments.

The senate in executive session today con- 
firmed the nomination of John D, Oberly, of 
Illinois, and Charles Lyman, of Connecticut, 
to be civil service commissioners and S. M. 
Stockslager, of Indiana, to be assistant com- 
missioner of general land oflice. 

Mr. Morrill reported from the finance

BENNETT'S EXCEPTIONS 


To the Bill to Classify and Compensate Cer- 
tain Officers. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—In the house Mr. 
Phelps, of New Jersey, from the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs, reported a resolution 
calling on the secretary of state for copies of 
all correspondence had between his department 
and representatives of France, Germany, Au- 
stria and other European countries which has 
partially or entirely restricted the importation 
of American pork, referring to tne facts such 
exclusion or restriction, and reasons given 
therefer.

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, oifered an amend- 
ment increasing the appropriation for the 
transportation of ‘oreigu mails from $375,000 
to $425,000. 

This afternoon another political debate, 
turning on the action of the postmaster gea- 
eral in regard to the $400,000 appropriation for 
steamship mails last year, was also rcjected— 
S2 to 106. x 

The committce rose and the bill was passed. 

The house then, at 5:15, adjourned. 


EXPORT TOBACCO 


Decision by the Sapreme Court of the Uni- 
ted States. 

WasHINGToN, April 6—In the supreme 
court today in the case of Turpin & Bro.;p!ain- 
tiffisin error, vs. Rush Burgess, collector of in- 
ternal revenue forthe third district of Vir- 
ginia, in error to the circuit courtof the Uni- 
ted States forthe eastern district of Virginia, 
the supreme court of the United States, Justice 
Bradley delivering its opinion, declared the 
constitutional exportation stamp is required 
to be affixed toevery package of tobacco in- 
tenaed for exportation . before removal from 
the factory, holding that an excise laid on to- 
bacco before its removal from the factory is not 
duty on ‘‘exports,” or “ou articles exported,’’ 
within the prohibition of the constitution even 
though the tobacco is intended for exportation, 
and therefore affirming the decision of the cir- 
cuit court. 


THE WAYS AND MEANS 


Consider the Administrative Tariff Bill in 
Committee. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The house commit- 
tee on ways and means today received the 
administrative tariff bill from the printer and 
resumed its consideration. A number of 
minor changes in the administrative portion of 
the bill were made. 

Hemp seed for agricultural purposes was 
put on the free list, and the duty on cordage of 
all kinds was reduced one cent per pound. The 
provision relating to the importation of fish 
was laid aside on account of the absence of 
Representative Maybury. With this excep- 
tion, the bill is practically completed and will 
probabiy be ready for report to the house on 
Thursday next.

CAPTURED SILVERWARE 


To be Returned to Iis Rightful Owners by 
the Secretary of War. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The house com- 
mittee on war claims today ordered « favorable 
report on Representative Hemphill’s bill to 
authorize the secretary of the treasury to de- 
liver to its rightful owners any silverware, 
jewelry, portraits, watches and other articles 
deposited in the treasury by the secretary of 
war in June, 1862, as property captured by the 
United States army during the late war. The 
bill provides for the sate of any of these arti- 
cles which may remain in the treasury two 
years after the passage of the act. 
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THE CINCINNATI ELECTIONS. 


The Gverwhelming Victory for the Republi- 
Cans. 

CINCINNATI, April 6.—The election yester- 
day resulted in an overwhelming majority for 
the entire republican ticket, ranging from 
4,000 to nearly 7,000. The result will make 
both boards of the common council republi- 
can, and also the board of education. In pre- 
cinct A, of the fourth ward, which has figured 
so conspicuously since last October inthe in- 
vestigations into alleged frauds, the vote yes- 
terday was: Eshelby, republican, 205; Sewab, 
democratic, 292; Reid, prohibition, 33. Last 
October the vote was: Foraker, republican, 
48; Hoadley, democratic, 926; Leonard, pro- 
hibition, 22. Thetotal vote inthe city falls 
considerably short of last fall’s vote. The 
weather was cold and disagreeable in the 
morbing, and in the aifternoonthere wasa 
heavy snowstorm, which continued all night. 

With six precincts out of 165 in the city, not 
heard from, the majority of Eshelby, rep.bli- 
can, for comptroller, over Schwab, democrat, is 
7,095. That of Hess, republican, for director 
city infirmary, over Armstrong, democrat, is 
3,405. 

Of eighteen aldermen to be elected. the re- 
publicars elected seventecn, making the new 
beard twenty republican to ten democrats. 
Of twenty-five councilmen the republicans 
elected twenty-one, making the new board 
thirty-six republicans, thirteen democrats and 
one independent. The new board of education 
will stand twenty-four republicans and thir- 
teen democrats. 
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A CLOSE VOTE. 


Houston, Texas, Elects a Mayor by Four 
Majority. 

Hovston, Tex., April 6.--The mayoralty 
election yesterduy was the most exciting ever 
known in the history of this city. The pria- 
cipal candidates were Wm R. Baker, the 
present jincumbent, who headed the citiz3n’s 
ticket against Daniel C. Smith, the regular 
demecratic nominee. The contest was bitterly 
waged on both sides. The polls were crowded 
with partisans all the day. Early in the even- 
ing the Baker men claimed the victory and 
were greatly elated. At midnight returns 
coming in from the outer wards rendered the 
victory doubtful. After all the returns were 
in it was found that Smith was elected by 4 
majority, the vote standing: Smith, ~ 2 243; 
Baker, 2,244. “Excitement is intense. 
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CHICAGO'S ELECTION. 


The Republicans Make a Gain of Six Al- 
dermen. 

CuicaGo. April 6.—[{Special.J—Results of 
the elections are decited)s infavor of the re- 
publicans. They gain six aldermen, the city 
council beitig a tie, but will now stand 23 
republicans to 12 democrats. Of the eighteen 
badsbver aldermen thirteen are republicans 
and five democrats. With one exception the 
town officers have gone as usual. The oxcep- 
tion was Kleckner, democratic candidate for 
the West Town. Supervisor Kleckner was 
president of the street car employees union 
durivg the successful strike last snmmer. He 
ran far ahead of his ticket and was elected. 
Most of the aldermen who have been accused 
of corrupt practices have been re-elected, but 
by greatly roduced majorities. 


The Knights Carry the Fort Worth Election. 
Fort WortTH, Tex., April 6.—In the munic- 


ipal election today every alderman elected was a. 


Knight of Labor, while Broiles, who was elected 
mayor, is looked upon as a sympathizer of the 
knights, and received their vote. A meeting of 
citizens and knights was held tonight at whica in- 
cendiary speeches were mate by the latter.

BOR TO WORKINGMEN. 


in the West—The 
Strike to Continue Until all the Men are Re- 


7 stored to Their Former Positions— 


What Railroad Men Say, Etc. 


St. Louis, April 6.—After the departure last 
night of Secretary Turner, of the general 
executive board of the Knights of Labor, from 
the principal strike centers in Goula’s south- 
western system, the remaining members of 
the committee announced the unanimous de- 
termination of the board to continue the pres- 
ent strike until an arrangement had been en- 
tered into with Mr. Hoxie. restoring all of the 
strikers to their former positions, with the ex- 
coption only of those who participated in acts 
of violence and the destruction of property 
since the strike began. This is a decided ad- 
vance from the position they 
held Saturday before the conference with 
Mr. Hoxie. They were then willing to assent 
toan agreement which would restore the 


strikers to those positions which were not then 
occupied by new men, but Mr. Hoxie’s refusal 
to accept the agreement deprived them, they 
say, ofthe last hope of reconciliation under 
the present circumstances, Railway officials 
claim that continuance of their regular busi- 
ness, which they say has now been fully re- 
sumed, depends not in the leastou the actions 
of any labor organization, and that the freight 
blockade has been permanently raised. Tuacy 
aiso claim that they have employed a sufficient 
number of men to render them entirely inde- 
pendent of the Knightsof Labor, and that the 
strike will come to nought. the mem- 
bers Of the general executive board, however, 
state that they are confident of the succes; of 
the strike, “for,” Mr. Turner says, ‘“‘the roads 
cannot be operated without Knights of Labor. 
Skilled and unskilled labor in the United 
States is controlled by our organization; and 
the company of Gould has not and could not 
supply iteelf with railroad men or mechanics, 
or even laboring men. if we attempt to pre- 
vent it. If they employ any they will leave 
again after being at work a little while. The 
laboring men, too, who are not 
Knights of Labor are in sympathy 
with us and, I think, will ultimately support 
us. Thestatementthatthe company is now 
carrying on its business is not trae, and re- 
ports that they are sending out so many trains 
n cay are misicading.

A DENUNCIATION OF GOULD. 

The joint executive board of assemblies 101, 
$3 and 17 Knights of Labor this evening issued 
the following address: 

To the Workingmen of the World, Friends aad 
Brothers— Hear us, for we plead for our right. Mea 
of equity look upon us, for we struggle against the 
giants of wrong. Mad with the frenzy of pride 
and selt adulation, begotton, as it is, of the success 
of outrage and infamy, there stands before us a 
giant of aggregated and “gy tg wealth, every 
dollar of which is built in blood, injustice and 
outrage. That giant’of corporate wealth has central- 
ized itsp@werin and is impersonated in aa eager 
tiend, v gioats as he grinds the life out of his 
fellow men, and grimaces and dances as they 
writhe on his instruments of torture. O, ye work 
ing men of America! who love your liberty and 
your native land; ye great creators of wealth, who 
stand as the foundation of all national good—look 
on your brotherstoday. Gould, the giant fiend; 
Gould, the money monarch, is dancing as he claims 
over the grave of our order—over the ruins of our 
homes and the blight of our lives. Before him the 
world bas smiled in beauty, but his work is the 
graveyard of hopes, the cyclone’s path of 
devastation and death. Our strong arms 
have grown Weary in building histower of strength 
wand yet he bidsus build onor die.

The Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincey switch engineers who struck yester- 
day returned to work again today and have 
been running theirengines all the morning. 
The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy strink- 
ing switchmen also returned to work this morn- 
ing, but by request of the Knights of Labor 
struck again soon afternoon. 

TROOPS LEAVING FORT WORTH. 

Fort Wortsh, Tex., April 6.—Today at noon 
wore treops lett. Two companies of state 
rangers remain. Trains have been moving all 
day without opposition. The Knights of Labor 
In a union meeting adopted a resolution declar- 
ing themselves law-abiding citizens, and con- 
cemning all acts of lawlessness and violence. 
The indications are that the trouble here is all 
over. No further opposition to the movement 
of trains is anticipated. An effort will be made 
to obtain the release of District Master Work- 
man Loven, 6n a writ of habeas corpus.

angurated.on all works of the firm yesterday 
morning. .About one thousand men are out. 

NO MATERIAL CHANGE IN KANSAS. 

Parsons, Kan., April 6.—There was no ma- 
terial change in the strike situation yesterday. 
The Irons circular, urging the men to keep up 
the was framed and hung in conspicu- 


ous places, and the strikers in connsequence 
snpeunced that they would not allow aay 
Knights of Labor to resume work. It 
is said, however, about 150 of the men have 
been re-employed, and the master mechanic 
apbounces he has allthe men engazed he 
wants. Seven knights were arrested yester- 
day and held for trial. Citizens are organiz- 
ing a law and order leagne for the protection 


of property. 
GLADSTONE’S POLICY. 


The Premier Lays His Proposition Before 
Cabinet. 


LONDON, April 6.—The cabinet met at noon 
today and remained in session until two 
o'clock. Mr.Gladstone laid before the minis- 
ters his Irish home ruie policy. It is reported 
that the discussion which fullowed resulted in 
continuing ministerial opposition to certaia 
features of the premier's proposals. Eail Kin- 
bours, secretary for India; Mr. Childers, home 
secretary; Mr. Wm. Vernon Harcourt, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, and Mr. Muandella, 
president of the board of trade, are, it is said, 
as much opposed as ever to that feature which 
surrenders the control of customs in Ireland. 
As Mr. Gladstone remains firm, these minis- 
ters, rumor says, will resign. 

It was stated in the lobby of the house of 
commons this evening that Messrs. Mundella 
and Childers had resigned their seats in the 
cabinet. It is expected that Messrs, Fowler, 
Heneage and Broadhurst will secede from the 
goverpment Thursday. The opinion is that 
the present government 1s doomed. 

Sir H. F. Ponsonby, private secretary of the 
queen, Was sent by her majesty this afternoon 
to confer on her behalf with Lord Hartington, 
leader of the whigs inthe house of commons. 
The interview lasted a longtime. Afterwards 
the marquis of Salisbury had a long private 
conference with Lord Hartington. Liberal 


ily increasing their strength, and are dving 
everything within their power to bring about 
a coalition between themselves and the cn- 
servatives under liberal leaders. Hartington is 
at present the only available member who 
would be acceptable to the tory part of the con- 
templated coalition. 

The cabinet feud. has temporarily abated. 
Mr. Gladstone modities his proposals regard- 
ing the custom control by giving the English 
parliament the right to veto all fiscal enact- 
ments of Ireland providing that an imperial 
receiver shall coilect customs and excise, and 
making imperial claim3jfirst charges on reve- 
pues. The malcontentsjconsequently withhold 
their resignations. Mr.iladstone is thorough- 
ly supported in all his proposals by Earl 
Grenville, Earl Roseberry, the marquis of 
Ripon and Campbell Bannermen. Sir ‘Farrer 
Herscheil does not participate in the discus- 
sions on homerule, but upholds the proposed 
land bill, and has relieved Mr. Gladstone of 
drafting the latter scheme. 

Mr. Gladstone is in robust health and good 
voice and is confident of success. 

On Thursday Mr. Chamberlain will speak 
after Mr. Gladstone, and Lord Hartington will 
move to adjourn. 

It is reported that Lord Salisbury has per- 
suaded Lord Hartington to move that the 
house refuse to consider the Gladstone bill. 


Trial of English Socialists. 

Lonpon, Apri! 6.—John Burns, H. M.

THE FIRE FIEND. 


Dollar Blaze in Lacross, 


Wisconsin. 

Lacross, Wis., April 6.—A fire broke out at 
10 o-clock this afternoon and was still burning 
and spreading at 3 p.m. with no good pros- 
pects cf being confined to any particular 
limit. It began in John Paul’s saw miil and 
lumber yard, which were swept away. The 
Colman mill and lumber yard next disap- 
peared, and the flames spread among the 
lumber piles and factories in all directions, but 
progress was greatest tothe southwest. The 
fire department was unable to cope with the 
conflagration, and assistance was sent from 
Sparta and Winona. Sparta engines have ar- 
rived. Milwaukee sent two engines, fully 
manned, on aspecial train. The distance is 
200 miles. The fire was caused by sparks from 
amiil stack or furnace, and fanned by a 
strong north wind,soon got beyond control. 
The situation at 3 p. m.isas follows: The fire 
still raging fiercely, and all efforts on the part 
of firemen to subdue it unsuccessfal. The 
wind is still high. A great many streams are 
still playing on the fire. The total area al- 
ready burned is five blocks long and one block 
ard a half wide. Besides the extensive lum- 
ber mills of Messrs. Pau] & Colman, with the 
great planing mills and factories, the Lacrosse 
soap factory and immense storehouses filled 
with seasoned lumber, laths and shingles, 
eight dwellings were burned. The total loss ls 
probably from one-half to one million dollars; 
only balf insured. One thousand men are 
thrown out of employment. 

The fire was complete!y uner control by 
2.30. The engines Winona, Minnesota and 
Sparta, rendered excellent aid. Eagines 
from St. Paul and Minneapolis, were ready to 
star} by special train, but were telegraphed to 
stop. <A careful estimate of the loss places it 
at between $800,000 and $1,000,000, of which 
as individual heavy losers, C. L. Coleman is 
the greatest, the loss being $400.000, with no 
insurance. John Pool’s loss besides 5,000,000 
feet of lumber is estimated $150,000. Insured 
for $€0,000. The fire laid waste ten blocks, 
which included two of the largest lumber 
yards in Wisconsin, and some eighty small 
bouses. Fully one thousand men are thrown 
out of employment, and a few hundred per- 
sons rendered homeless. It was by far the 
most destructive fire that ever visited L1- 
Crosse, and but for a favorable wind the entire 
southern partof the city would have been 
swept away. 


MOBBING THE CHINESE. 


A Million 


An Anti-Chinese Demonstration at Mazat- 
lans. 

GUAYAMAS, Mexico, April 6.—The steamer 
Altata brings news of a great anti-Chinese 
demonstration ending in a riot, which occar- 
red at Mazatlan on March 28. When the 
steamer Romero Rubio was entering the port 
of Mazatlan she was erroneously reported to 
be the steamer Sardonyx, which it was kaow 
had on board six hundred Chinese. An im- 
mense mob gathered on the wharf, and after 
the mistake had been explained, paraded 
throrgh the streets crying, “Down with the 
Chinese,” The police were unable to disperse 
the crowd, which madean attack upon @ Chi- 
nese house, breaking the doors, windows and 
furniture. No blood was shed. The Chinamen 
fled from town. Troops have been sent for in 
anticipation of more trouble when the Sar- 
donyx arrives.

|SEVERE SNOW STORMS. 


REPORTS FROM THE WEST AND 
NORTH OF A HEAVY FALL. 


Cincinnati and Pittsbarg Threatened with Over- 
fiow Greater Than Ever Before—The Rivers 
Rising Rapidly—Great Damage to Mills 
on the Streams—The Wires Down. 


¢ 


Detroit, Mich., April 6.—The present storm 
is undoubtedly the worst experienced in this 
state for many years, Early this morning 
several attempts were made to ron the street 
cars, but the snow drifted sq rapidly-that it 
became impoasible to keep the track clear, and 
the cars are snowed up at various points on 
pearly all the lines in the city. One or two 
lines refused to try their strength with the 
elements and their cars are safely stabled. 
Traffic is almost entirely suspended, it being 
extremely difficult to navigate the streets in 
apy mapuer. Huge drifts are reported from 
all over town, and cleaning walks is a piece of 
superfluous work seldom indulged in. At ten 
o’clock the signal service reported fourteen 
inches on a level, and at noon blinding sheets 
of the “beautiful” still interfered-with - pedes- 
trianism, The entire southern part of the state 
is covered with snow. It is announced by the 
signal service that the present entertainment 
will continue throughout tonight. 


PITTSBURG THREATENED. 


A Rise of Twenty Feet Predicted--Travel 
Interrupted. 

PITTsbuRG, Pa., April 6.—Damage to the 
railroads and telegraph in this section is mich 
greater than at first reported. Wires are pros- 
trated in all directions. On the Fort Wayne 
road forty miles of wires are down between 
Alliance and Pittsburg. East of this city many 
of the lines areon the ground, while south 
and north *the same condition of affairs exist. 
Nearly every railroad entering the city 
has suffered from cither landslides 
or washouts. This morning Turtle creek over- 
flowed its banks at Brenton, Pa., on the Penn- 
svylvania maine line and swept away the coun- 
ty bridge and railway trestle, on which was 
four fierght cars. Bridges were also carried 
off at Watsontown on the Wheeling branch of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, and at Saw Mill’s 
run on the Pan-Handle. Along the Alle- 
gheny Valley, Pittsburg and McKeesport, 
and Yanghioughery and Castle Sharron 
road, a number of heavy slides have occurred, 
seriously delaying trains. On the Allegheny 
Valley road, the Buffalo express, which left 
here last evening, is stuck in the mud at 
Mahonery, Penn. The Cincinnatti express on 
the Baltimore and Ohio, due here at & a. m., 
had not arrived at 2p. m. The rivers aud 
creeks at all points are rising fast, and river 
men predict at least thirty feet here by 
tcmorrow. This would inundate all the lower 
parts of thetwo cities and cause a suspension 
of. work in all of the mills sud 
factories lining the banks of the Allegheny, 
Mouongahela and Ohio. Inanticipationof the 
tloods the residents of the flats are making 
preparations to move out. 

A special from Coshocton, Ohio, says a furi- 
ous suow storm has been raging almost incess- 
antly fortwo days. More than six inches of 
snow has fallen, but is rapidly disappearing, 
and all the rivers are rising fast, Fears are 
entertained of another flood like that of 1581 


CHATTANOOGA RESUMING. 


Millis Started and Trains to Run on Regular 
Time. 

CHATTANOOGA, April 6.—The waters have 
been slowly receding all day, and at seven 
o’clock tonight the river stood forty and a 
half feet and is failing. Most of the families that 
were driven from their homes, are now back 
again. The supply of water and gas is resum- 
ed, and manufacturers are preparing to begin 
operations. By tomorrow at least, 2,500 oper- 
atives pow idle will be at work, and by Satar- 
day the mills will be running. Associated 
charities and citizens have cared for 700 flood 
sufferers since last Wednesday, and have de- 
clined any outside assistance, sending back 
several hundred dollars yesterday which was 
tendered from abroad. Today news came that 
Rome, Ga., and Selma, Ala., needed assistance, 
and in ten minutes the citizens raised $200 for 
each city. All the railroads, except the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, the Memphis 
and Charleston, and the Nashville and Chat- 
tanooga resumed running today, after eight 
days’ blockade, and trains on all the roads will 
run on schedule time tomorrow. 


COMMUNICATION CUT OFE. 


Heavy Snow Storms ~ anacomaga Interrupts the 
res. 

CuicaGco, April 6.—A heavy snow storm 
eccompsniec by high winds resulted in practi- 
cally cutting off all telegraphic communica- 
tions at one time today, between the west and 
New York. The storm center was near Baf- 
falo, and extended north into Canada and the 
south, covering Cleveland, Cincinnati, Pitts- 
burg.Detroit and even south of. Ohio river. 
The stoppage appeared to be complete up to ten 
o'clock this morning. The only wire working 
between Chicago and New York upto that time 
was one carrying the Western Union stock 
quotations. At the Western Union, Mutaal 
Union, united lines, and the Baltimore and 
Ohio, messages for the east were not received 
except “subject to delay,” which meant de- 
livery today, tomorrow or next day.

Generous Deeds which the People of Ala- 
bama Will Remember. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., April 6.—{Special.]—F, 
P. Gracey & Bro., of Clarksville, Tenn., have 
donated a car load of corn “for the relief of 
the flood sufferers. Thesame was sold today, 
realizing $500, being about a dollar a bashel. 
Charles Nelson, the well known liquor dealer 
of Nashville, who is water bound here, con- 
tributed $100. About fifteen hundred people, 
nearly all colored, are being fed and cared for 
by the citizens. Relief boats are being sent 
daily to the flooded districts. Mayor Reese is 
working day and night to alleviate the suffer- 
ing. The waters are now subsiding, and all 
the trains except the Louisville and Nashville 
and the Montgomery and Selma are leaving on 
time. 


SELMA’S SITUATION. 


Two Negroes Drowned in the River—Pro- 
viding for the Destitute. 

SELMA, April 6.—The river is subsiding 
rapidly at this place, and many of the resi- 
dents of East Selma who have been shut out 
of their homes for several days by the wa- 
ters, are now able to return. Two negroes 
were drowned in the river this morning. The 
waves ran high under a strong wind, and 
flocded the skiff in which were Charles Pinson, 
Nelson Hill and Marion Collins, who were try- 
ing to save some drifting Jumber. Collins ea- 
caped to the bank. Pinson was drowned alk 
most instantly, and Hull, after swimming to 
within a few feet of the shore, was beaten back 
by the waves and went under. The destitate 
are being cared for as well as the inadequate 
means at hand will permit. 


Snow in Canada. 

ToRonTO, Ont., April 6.—A heavy wind and 
snow storm has prevailed jn Ontario since 
early this morning. A number of baildings 
bave been unroofed, fences, signs, etc., have 
been blown down, and considerable other dam- 
age has been done. The roof of William Bell 
& Co.’s organ factory at Gualph, one of the 
largest buildings in that city, was blown off 
while the bands were at work, and several of .

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SNATCHED FROM THE GALLOWS 


Only to be Sent Back for Execution by the 
Law of the Land. 


HENRIETTA, Tex., April 6.—A. A. Steagall 
has been sentenced to death for the murder of 
his infant. Steagall was arrested on the death 
of his daughter, whose dying statement was 
to the effect that he was the father of her off- 
spring, and that he bad compelled her to sub- 
mit to his brutalities for three years. The 
body of the child was found where Steagall 
was known to have concealed it,and on the 
examining trial the testimony of the physi- 
cian whe attended the dying girl, and concern- 
ing the dead infant, was such as to arouse pub- 
lic indignation to an almost uncontrollable de- 
gree. Two attempts at lynching were only 
frustrated by the prompt action of the author- 
ities, the last time Sheriff Wright cutting 
Steagall down in an apparently lifeless condi- 
tion, and standing the crowd off with a cocked 
Winchester rifle held to his shoulder by one 
hand, the fingers of which were menacingly 
pressing the trigger. Steagall was removed 
to Jacksboro jail tosave him from mob fury 
and vengeance. 


A COUPON TEST. 


A Drummer Arrested for Offering Virginia 
Coupons to Pay His Tax. 

RicHMoND, Va., April 6.—Last week E, G. 
L. Jones, a commercial traveler from Phila- 
delphia, who had offered to pay his license 
tax with state corpons, which were refused, 
was arrested for selling goods without license. 
His case came up for hearing today, before the 
hustings court of this city. Counsel demurred 
to the indictment that Jones was not liable vo 
prosecution because he had tendered Virginia 
coupons under the recent decision of the 
United Statessupreme court. After argameat 
the court sustaized the demurrer, holding that 
the accused bad a right to go oo with Iie busi- 
ness witbout a license after the tender of cou- 
pons, and that the prosecution could not be 
meintained. Mr. Jones was bailed, and the 
case will be taken to the supreme court of 
peals of Virginia. Mr. Jones bas sued all the 
state cfficers having a hand in the arrest for

Mr. Balcom was the first to 
discover the wreck of the old steamboat which 
was sunk about forty years ago, and has lain 
on the muddy bottom of the Ocmulgee ever 
since. Apparently it was brought to the sur- 
face by the cutting away of a portion of tho 
low bank during the late freshet. Mr. Bal- 
com says that from the best he can make out, 
it is about cighteen feet wide by thirty or 
forty feet long. It was built to plyon the 
river between Macon and southern points in 
the old davs of river navigation, but was lost 
by an accident se many years ago that few re- 
member the circumstances. It is queerly con- 
structed, the bottom being made of hard wood 
instead of copper, riveted on with huge, broad 
headed nails of wroughtiron.

Jackson, C. J —1. A carrier of passengers, 
whether by street cars drawn by horses 
threvgh the streets ofa city or by cars pro- 
pelled by steam from city to city, is bound to 
use extraordinary diligence; and where one is 
burt by reason of its carriage, the presump- 
tion is always against the carrier. Therefore, 
where a passenger was hurt in leaving a street 
car, and his testimony showed that the car 
started before he completely left it, and there 
being no conductor, the driver testified that 
Le did not know that the passenger was hurt 
at all, but that his habit was to stop till all 
his passengers got off, and that he did so that 
night, and another witness testified to hearing 
the exclamation of the passenger to the effect 
that he was hurt, and on going to him, found 
him injured where he had attempted to 
alight, even more than slight neglect was 
shown; and a verdict against the street car 
company was supported by the evidence.

Indications for Atlanta anaT 


THE session of the democratic state cen- 
tral committee of Alabama, which was called 
to meet in Montgomery yesterday, to ar- 
range for the postponement of the state con- 
vention, did not take place, owing to the en- 
forced absence of the members, who were de- 
tained at their homes by the floods. Itis now 
called to meet on the 1. ith. 


GEORGIA is now entering upon another era 
of railway building. This is butin keeping 
with similar movements in other states. All 
the independent lines, built to subserve lo- 
cal interests, having been tonsolidated by 
huge monopolies, which crush enterprise, 
the demand is now for roads with no en- 
tangling alliances. Nearly every city has 
its grievance of trade paralyzed by these 
consolidated lines and roads, and is anxious 
for the way to a better arrangement. 


Labor’s Grasp on New England. 

The labor-trouble is striking deeper in 
New England than in Texas. There is no 
collision as in the southwest, but there is a 
terrible strain. 

The city of Lynn, Mass., the largest shoe- 
making center in the world, is simply para- 
lyzed. Business is suspended, and 3,000 
workmen who averaged $15 a week have been 
idle for two weeks. This stoppage of 345,- 
000 a week in wages has put an end to trad- 
ing. Many of the leading manufacturers 
have moved to small and remote villages 
where they have a rural reserve to draw new 
hands from. Many of the older workmen 
have quit the knights and gone with the 
manufacturers into their new fields. A boy- 
cotted manufacturer cannot buy a morsel to 
‘eatin Lynn. He cannot have a horse shod. 
The transfer men will not haul his baggage. 
He has had to go to Boston or starve. The 
city is simply throttled, and is as helpless as 
if it were dead. The manufacturers print 
detailed statements showing that at present 
prices a pair of shoes they sell for 75 cents 
costs 71 cents; and a pair sold at $1.50 costs 
$1.44. But labor will not loosen its grip 
and the city is being deserted by all who can 
leave it. 

In Wilmington, Del., a decisive treatment 
of a boycott is described. The News, of that 
city, had a fuss with the union printers eight 
months ago and discharged them. The union 
demanded a few days ago that the non-union 
men be discharged. The News refused to 
discharged the men who had come toit when 
it needed men, or to take back the men who 
had deserted it. Other labor troubles arose 
in the city, and one ship-building concern 
announced that it had refused $300,000 
worth of work in the past month bécause it 
was uncertain.as to whether it would be 
allowed to finish it. Pending the agitations 
the News was boycotted. The business men 
at once organized to protect the News. A 
few days after the boycott was declared, a 
three-inch blank space occurred with these 
words in the center: ‘‘This space was vaca- 
ted by P. Plunkett and is now occupied and 
paid for by the business mens’ committee.” 
The committee then announced that it would 
pay for every contract forfeited and would 
rigidly search out, publish and boycott every 
man who had withdrawn his patronage from 
the paper, and patronize exclusively those 
who advertise in it. 

In every town and city in New England 
the forces are marshalling for a bitter and 
prolonged conflict. Up to this time the or- 
ganization has heen almost{wholly with labor. 
_ Now capital is organizing, The lines of di- 
vision are deepening and the outlook Sis 
threatening.’ ae 

England's Cotton Trade. 

The manufacturers at Preston concede that 
cotton spinning isa declining industry in 
England. Themills at Oldham are engaged 
in a struggle as hopeless as their neighbors 
in Preston. In no part of the kingdom are 
there prosperousspinning mills. The weav- 
ing mills are doing better, but the entire 
cotton manufacturing industry of the coun- 
try isnot in a prosperous condition. No 
new mills are going up, and the old mills 
maintain their ground with difficulty. The 
dividends paid of late py the Oldham mills 
were largely due, it seems, to a system of 
smart bookkeeping—the earning capacity of 


~~ an Oldham mill is no greater than of a Pres- 


ion mill, 
| The depression of the cotton trade is at-

tributed by the Preston mannfacturers to-| 


strikes and lockouts, to the uncalled for 
erection of mills under the limited liability 


act, and to hostile tariffs jn various parts of the 


world. They also complain of cotton fam- 
ines; and they call upon the government to 
“strain every nerve to improve the means of 
transit in India, and te encourage the growth 
of raw cotton there;’’ and they further state 
the fact that Egypt produces the best quali- 
:ty of cotton grown, shonld not be lost sight 
of. They desire, in their own words, to ren- 
der themselves more independent of the 
cotton-growing states of America. In plain- 


er words, they want enough compctition | 


among the cotton-growing uations to enable 
them to dictate very low price#for the staple 
—a thing they cannot do at present at all 
times. 

The truth is, there are too many cotton 
mills in England. The Preston manutfac- 
turers admit there are, and tliey want re- 
strictions placed upon the formation of new 
corporations. Astothe mills in operation 
they hope to give them employment by in- 
creasing consumption through low prices— 
the cotton grower to bear the squeeze in 
prices. England’s trade is decreasing, and 
that is the real secret of the depression in 
her cotton trade. Other nations have cotton 
mills as well, and English goods no longer 
bave the range of the world. She should, 
thercfore, seek new warkets, and failing to 
find them, she should decrease her prodac- 
tion of goods, The attempt to push down 
the price of raw cotton in order to increase 
consumption will not answer. The men of 
Preston explain the entire case when they 
say in conclusion: ‘lor many years past we 
have been supplying the civilized nations 
with our machinery and inventions ad libitum 
on the most favorable terms, until they can 
now produce as well as ourselves, and as soon 
as they can do so they invariably close their 
markets against us. We have thus lost mar- 
ket after market, while our producing power 
has not only increased from improved ma- 
chinery, but from the unhealthy operation 
of imperfectly constructed acts of parlia- 
ment. This increased production and de- 
creased demand have not been compensated 
forby new outlets, and conseyuently a 
plethora of goods has turned our profit into 
a loss.”’ 


ottom Facts About Mexico. 

We have had book after book written 
about Mexico and its resources. Oar artists 
have scoured the country and shown up its 
picturesque points. Our daily papers teem 
with letters from the land of the Montezu- 
mas, and yet this vast region continues to be 
regarded as a veritable wonderland. 

Perhaps we have been misled by railroad 
men andspeculators. They vaguely picture 
Mexico as an E] Dorado. It is their interest 
todo so. | 

On a very different line is a recent article 
by Mr. D. A. Wells, in the Popular Science 
Monthly. According to Mr. Wells ancient 
Mexico never had any very large cities. The 
inhabitants had no domestic animals, no 
beasts of burden, no means of transportation. 
They were far inferior in civilization to the 
Toltecs, living to the southward. The Mex- 
ico of today has not made any great strides. 
Mr. Wells says: ‘‘It is one of the very poor- 
est and most wretched of all countries, and 
is not likely under any circumstances to de- 
velop into a great, civilized, rich and power- 
ful nation.’’ The fertile land consists of a 
narrow strip along either ocean. The inte- 
rior isa high table land, from five to seven 
thousand feet above the level of the sea. 
There is no navigable river of importance, 
and the country at large is as arid as Arabia. 
There are hundreds of square miles of un- 
explored territory, and savage tribes of In- 
dians that remain independent of the gov- 
ernment and without contact with the 
whites. As to precious metals, they have 
been greatly overestimated. 

This is an uninviting picture, but Mr. 
Wells writes with the air of aman who is 
stating facts. Before our capitalists build 
any more railroads in Mexico they will do 
well to investigate these statements, 


The Education of the Indians. 

There is marked disagreement relative to 
the value of the boarding-school education 
that the government is furnishing to young 
Indians at Carlisle and Hampton. Congress- 
man Holman says his inyuiriesin Indian 
territory developed no cases in which the 
educatiOn named had been beneficial. They 
quickly abandon, says Mr. Holman, the 
garb of civilization, and return.to the use of 
blankets and vagabond methods. But Mr. 
Holman traveled rapidly, and the friends 
of the new education for the Indians claim 
that his findings are not conclusive. Con- 
gressman Cannon indorses what Mr. Ho!man 
says, and the two are endeavoring to reduce 
the appropriations for Indian education. 

This effort has aroused General Arm- 
strong, who is in charge of the schoo! at 
Hampton, Virginia. He produces some facts 
that leave the two congressmen without 
much ground to stand upon. An investiga- 
tion in the summer of 1885 in Dakota, rela- 
tive to forty-seven girls and eighty-five boys 
who had received instruction at Hampton, 
showed these results: four are wearing the 
blanket ; nine are bad, lazy and _ tronble- 
some, but are wearing citizens’ clothes ; 
forty are doing fairly well; twenty-six girls 
and forty-six boys have donevery well. 
Specific inquiries were made inthe case of 
each, and each one and his condition are noted 
in the report made by Messrs. Ludlow. 
Superintendent Pratt, of the Carlisle school, 
investigated the cases of 438 pupils returned 
to 45 tribes, and he fonnd three-fourths of 
them doing well in civilized life. Bishop 
Hare, of southern Dakota, testifies that the 
Indian schools have done the Indians in- 
valuable service, He opposes, with the ut- 
most earnestness, any attempt to cripple 
their usefulness, 

The experts all agree in supporting the 
Indian schools in the east. Mr. Oberly sus- 
tains them, and he is fresh from the work. 
If the tribal relations are to be dissolved, 
and the Indians taught to become a self-sup- 
porting citizen, no attempt at education 
should be abandoned until it is clearly ascer- 
tained to be an injury instead of a benefit, 
or until the cost and the benefits cease to be 
commensurate. A hurried trip of @ con- 
greesional committee would not be apt to 
furnish sufficient evidence to hase a con- 


dempation of a system upon that sach men 5 |

A large number of Atlanta’s business men 
met, pursuant to call, yesterday morning at

office. 

On wotion of Mr. EL. P. Howell Colonel R. F. 
Maddox was called to the chair, and on mo- 
tion of Captain Rk. J. Lowry Mr. F, J. Cooledge 
was made secretary. 

Colone] Howell then stated as chairman of 
the preliminary meeting that a few gentlemen 
had met the day before and discussed the rail- 
road situation, and that it was determined that 
Atlanta ought to build a railroad to some nav- 
jgable river and keep that road under her 
contro}, and that twe rontes forthat road were 
noder discussion. One-leading to Hawkins- 
ville, where 1t would connect with the naviga- 
ble Ocmulgee, and the other to the Savannah 


river, at some point below the bar at Hirsh- 


san’s lake. 

Mr. H. W. Grady read a letter from Mayor 
Hillyer, in which that gentleman stated that 

he thought this project was much better than 
that of the Georgia Midland, which simply 
gave Atlanta a secondary claim on a road that 
was to be managed elsewhere, and that he 
would go into this movement with a will, and 
would help it to the extent of his ability. Mr. 
Grady also said that Mr. Howard Palmar, who 
formerly lived at Waynesboro, stated that 
Waynesboro had long been considering the 
tuilding of a line to some point on the 
Savannah below Hirshman’s lake, so that it 
might secure uninterrupted navigation for 
large ships to Savaunah, which was secured at 
that point, and that he was satisfied Waynes- 
boro would help very materially toward build- 
ing such a line now. 

Mr. Grady said the people of Atlanta ought 
to investigate the advantages offered by each 
of these routes, make up their mind deliber- 
ately as to which was best, and that then the 
friends of cither route ought to unite for the 
‘good of Atlanta on whatever route was se- 
lected. 

Mr, John N. Dunne, who favored the Haw- 
kinsyille route, stated that he was ready when- 
ever it was shown that the other route offered 
better advautages than his own, to strike 
bands with the men who favored that route 
and work all together for Atlanta. ‘ 

Colonel Ff. P. Howell said that he thought 
the Savannab river. route offered Atlanta a 
more direct and surer connection with tho 
ocean, but that his whole idea was to do what 
was best for Atlanta, and if it appeared that 
the Hawkinsville route was .the best, hs 
would be only too glad 
shown that we might all 
that route and make no mistake. One thing 
was certain, Atlanta must be united 
on this project, and every man must be satis- 
fied that what was decided on was the best, for 
Atlanta must go deep down into her pockets 
and put up her own money to build this road 
and hold forever the controlling intercst in it 
That if she was simply going to put up a small 

amount and allow the coutrol of the road to 
drift elsewhere, it was better for herto do 
nothing at all. 

. Captain R. J. Lowry said he was inclined to 
think that the Savannah river route was the 
best. That it was a more direct route to the 
ocean, aad that when we had once reached the 
Savannah river, it would be easy to build across 
to Charleston and Port Royal, or to Savannah, 
He thought that while the local trade was a 
good thing to go for, when we had no heavier 
consideration, that Atlanta’s first duty now 
was to get alineof her own totide water. 
That if it was necessary to go to Charleston to 
get this,he was in favor of going to Charleston, 
and was willing to do his part towards getting 
there. He agreed that Atlanta must control 
the road, and he thought there would be no 
trouble in raising the money when the scheme 
was once made clear and the best route decid- 
ed on. 

Mr. Aaron Haas thoucht the Hawkinsville 
route would bring the best results. He said 
the building of that road would open up to 
Atlanta the best territory in Georgia, and one 
not penetrated by railroads. The route by 
Fayetteville, Culloden, Knoxville, and Fort 
Valley to Hawkinsville would pour a newand 
rich trade into Atlanta’s lap. Replying to the 
assertion that the present road to Hawkins- 
ville had not developed the river trade, he said 
this was because the East Tennessee road had 
pooled with the Central and puton an arbi- 
trary rate which made it impossible to haul 
river freight to Macon or Atlanta. That the 
object of the pool was to stifle the river trade. 
He urged that if Atlanta built a road that 
would be kept out of the pool and would en- 
courage river freights, that the Ocmulgee 
would soon have a fleet of boats that would 
handle allthe business Atlanta could give 
them. Still he was ready to work for any 
route that was decided on. 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby said the line to the Sa- 
vannah river would pass throngh just as good 
towns as the other line; including Panola, 
Snapping Shoals, Newton Factory, Monticello, 
Eatonton, Gibson, Sparta and Waynesboro. 
That this section had wealth and population, 
that it was settled earlier than any other part 
of Georgia, and that it offers as rich a field 
for the Atlanta merchant as any road possibly 
could. Thata road projected to those towns 
would run midway between the Georgia rail- 
road and the Central and have ample territory 
on either side. While the road to Hawkins- 
ville would paralell other roads within ten or 
twelve miles for nearly the whole distance.

The Moody and Sankey Meetings Close—A Wonder- 
ful Work Done in Five Days—The Services 
Yesterday Morning—The Afternoon Ser- 
vices— Departure of the Evangelists. 


The Moody and Sankey meetings, which 
were begun last Friday, closed yesterday after- 
noon, and the evangelists have gone to their 
workin Virginia. 

The attendance at the services yesterday was 
very large. 

At ten o’clock the First Baptist church was 
packed to overfiowing, the gallery, the choir 
place and the aisles and all the pews being 
completely filled. 

Many were turned away. 

Mr. Sankey sang: 

“There were ninety and nine who safely lay 
in the shelter of the fold.” 

Mr. Moody read the 103d Psalm, and com- 
mented on it, 

Prayer was offered by Rev. Zachary Eldy. 

LAY WORK IN THE CHURCHES. 

The subject.for discussion was lay work in 
the churches. 

Mr. Moody said tbe churches could not do 
much until the Jay clement could be gotten 
to work. 

Elder Parks said he thought the great 
thing was to get the people to be religious. 
Their lives are not such as to inspire confi- 
dence. Church members ought to get better 
acquainted with the Lord. Another thing is 
that the Jaymen must act in concert and har- 
mony with the preacher. 

Dr. Eddy said he did not like the term lay- 
man. Hethonght all Christians were priest; 
and Christ the high priest. At his churci 
the members were divided into such commit- 
tees as Mr. Moody suggested Monday. 

Mr. Claveland gave his views on the import- 
ance of lay work, and recited instances show- 
ing the benefits that accruc from members re- 
alizing their personal responsibility aslaymen. 

Mr. Buckley spoke feelingly of the great 
good that had been accomplished by laymen, 
and referred to Mr. Moody as an_ instance. 
There is, he said, no power greater than that 
of earnest laymen. 

Mr. Shaw spoke of the importance of a train- 
ing class in which the ministers should teach 
the laymen and beginners how to_do effective 
work, and what to teach. 

Dr. Hawthorne spoke of the importance of 
Bible study. 

Mr. Moody gave some of his experiences. Le 
said Americans were willing to give their 
money, but what was needed was work. 

At the close of the first meeting, Mr. Sankey 
sang, “I Have Found the Model Church,” the 
congregation joining in the chorus; with fine 
effect. 

THE QUESTION BOX. 

After the first service the ‘(Juestion Box’’ 
service began. 

A number of questions had been sent to Mr. 
Moody, which he set out to answer. | 

One was, “How can we Keep our boys from 
the rum shops?” 

“Close them up as you havedone in At- 
lanta,”’ said Mr. Moody, and the congregation 
roundly applauded the answer. 

Another question was, ‘‘How can I keep my 
seventeen-year-old boy in Sunday school?” 

“Go yourself and he will follow,” said the 
preacher. 

Another was, “Do you think it is well to 
have a building put up expressly fur young 
men in a town of this size?” 

“I do,” Was the answer. “A yOung man has 
fifty temptations now to where his father had 
one. If you don’t give us something in the 
place of these saloons, where the young mon 
can mect and have a chance to mingle to- 
gether, they will go around these hotels and 
getroomsand smuggle in whisky and play 
cards, until you will have a worse state of 
things than the saloons. Don’t flatter your- 
selves that the work. isall done. In Kansas 
all the saloons have been 
closed up. I .was fin a lead- 
ing hotel there, and the rooms on both sides of 
me were crowded with what I was told were 
the picked young men of the town, and all 
night they were drunk and cursing. I never 
heard such profanity. The mothers were re- 
joicing that temptation was out of the way of 
the boys, and yet there they wore, cursing 
and drinking and gambling.”’ 

One question wasabout prayer meetings. Mr. 
Moody said prayer mectings ought to be made 
brighter and more interesting. 

The hour had arrived for a funeral cere- 
mony to take place in the church, and the 
congregation was dismissed before all the ques- 
tions wese answered. 


The Meeting Closed. 

Yesterday afternoen’s services at the Bell 
street compress closed the Moody and Sankey 
meetings. 

The large house was packed to suffocation, 
and there was not standing room. 

The song service began at 2:30, and was an 


nj oyable part of the services. 


Prayer was made by Rev. John Parsur, of 
Alabama, after which Mr. Sankey said: “I 
want to sing the 360th hymn.

He says that he saw foot marks 
at the crossing perfectly fresh, as if they had 
been just made, Witnesses testified that the 
injured man was picked up some yards beyond 
the crossing, between a pile of wood and the 
railroad track. One witness testifted that the 
wood was not piled evenly, and that some of 
the sticks jutted out. Mr. Candler was 
carried to a store on Decatur street, 
where he remained until the next day 
when be was removed home, The physician 
who attended him while he was at the store 
on Decatur street, testified that both feet had 
been.ipjured, The heel of the right foot and 
the left foot above the ankle were found to be 
cut off. 

A witness for the road testifies that Mr. 
Candler told him that he received§ his injaries 
by jumping from the platform agaiust a pile 
of wood. The case will likely go the jury this 
afternoon.

HOLDERS BREAST. «> * 


Holders of Repudiated Bonds of the State of Gg 


Come to the Front with a New Scheme— 
Illinois to Bue Georgia— A Hundred 
Thousatd Dollar Gift, Etc., Etec. 


The holders of the repudiated bonds of the 


state of Georgia are determined that if they 


can’t get any money they can have lots of 
fun. 

The latest scheme is to let the state of Illi- 
nois sue the state of Georgia on $100,000 of the 
bonds that have been-donated to the state of 
Illinois for the benefit of asoldier’s home at 
Quincy, Illinois. The gift to the state is abso- 
lute. 

The question now arises can one state suc 


another state? And if a state gets a judgment | 


and an execution, what method can be adopted 
for enforcing the judgment? 

For instance, if the state of Nhinois should 
get a judgment against the state of Georgia 
how could the claim be collected? A leading 
lawyer of Atlanta was asked that question yes- 
terday and said hethought nothing could be 
done. “For,” said he, “you cannot sell any 
public property to satisfysuch aciaim. There 
could be no such thing as selling the property 
of the state of Georgia to satisfy her debts. A 
public debt has nothing back of it except the 


moral obligation to pay.”’ 

There is already a suit pending in Falton 
superior court involving the repudiated bonds 
of the state. Judge Lochrane bought the old 
lottery property some years ago at a tax 
sale and held it for two years or more, Under 
a resolution of the legislature a demand was 
made on him for the rent he had received, and 
asa set-off he tendered about ten thousand 
dollars of the repudiated bonds, which were 
rejected. The case has not been tried yet. 

The principle bas been settled that an indi- 
vidual cannot sue a state, and Judge Loch- 
rane and his friends, who are working for the 
payment of the repudiated bonds, have gone 
to the United States with a suit on the ground 
that the state was under the federal authori- 
tics at the time the bonds were issued, and con- 
sequently the United States could bo held 
liable. The bondholders have quite a variety 
of strings to their bow. 

THE ILLINOIS IDEA. 

The Chicago Tribune says: : 

Since the adoption of the constitution but -one 
suit bas been commenced by one state against an- 
other for debt. The second case will be instituted 
in the United States supreme court in a few days in 
an action by the state of Dlinois against the state 
Georgia to recover on $100,000 in the repudiated 
bonds of the lattercommonwealth. Thesuit will 
probably be brought by Isham & Lincoln, by order 
of the state authorities, in the name of the people 
of the state of Illinois. 

The suit grows out of the repudiation of their 
debts contracted during reconstruction times by a 
number of southern states, of which Louisiana, 
South Carolina and Georgia were the most promi- 
nent. The totalissue ot these bonds aggregated 
close to $100,000, 000, of Which amount 
but a small percentage has ever been 
paid. Following the return of the 
solid south to power the states sealed or repudiated 
their debts to suit themselves, and thought they 
were safe under the protection of the eleventh 
amendment to the constitution, which says that 
“the judicial power of the United States shall. not 
be construed to extend to any suit in law or equity 
commenced or prosecuted against one of the Uni- 
ted States by citizens of another state or by citizens 
or subjects of any foreign state.”’ 

In 1879, when it became apparent that the state 
of Louisiana was bent upon the virtual repudiation 
of $20,000,000 of her bonds, known asthe ‘‘consoli- 
dated,’ the legislature of New Hampshire passed 
an act providing for the assigumentof{ debts against 
the southern states to the state and the institution 
of suits for their recovery in the supreme court of 
the United States by the attorney-general in the 
name ofthe people ofthe state. The act detined 
the conditions of the assignment, and provided 
that the costs of the suits should be borne by the 
assignor, and that no compromise or other action 
should beentered into without his consent. Au 
act very Similartothe New Hampshire law was 
adopted by the New York tegislature in 1880. Test 
suits from both states were broughtin the United 
Statessupreme court soon afterward. The suits 
were consolidated and argued April 18, 19, and 20 
1882.q8Walter H. Peckham and Attorney Genera 
Mason W. Ee. ee appeared for New Hampshire, 
and New York was represented by Attorney Gen- 
eral Leslie W. Russell, David Dudley Field, Wil- 
liam A. Duer, and Dorsheimer, Bacon & Deyo. 
The decision of the supreme coart, which was 
delivered by Chief Justice Waite, March 5, 1883, 
declared that the owners of the bonds or coupons 
of astate, who are precluded from prosecuting 
these suits in their own name, Cannot sue inthe 
name of their respective states after getting the 
consent of the state. A state cannot allow the 
use of its name in such asuit for the benefit of one 
of itsicitizens. Astate isnotan independent na- 
tion, clothed with the right and faculty of making 
an imperative demand upon another independent 
state for the payment of debts which it owes to the 
citizens of the former. One state cannot create a 
controversy with another state within the mean- 
ing of that termas used inthe judicial clause of 
the fconstitution by assuming the prosecution of 
debts owing by the other state to its citizens. 

The states of New Hampshire and New York, the 
chief justice also declared, could not become mere 
collecting agents for their citizens. Both cases 
were therefore decided adversely, and the matter 
of collecting the repudiated bonds has up tothe 
present suit remained quiescent. 

Of the Georgia bonds a fair percentage found 
their way abroad, where they met a steady sale. 
At first they sold nearly at par,and when they 
were thus selling well, without a suspicion of re- 

udiation, the Germans at Frankfort-on-the-Main 
invested. At9%4per cent of their face value and 
bearing a good rate of interest Georgia bonds 
looked like a very good thing, and when the mania 
was over the citizensof Frankfort essed $2,384,- 
060 worth, face value, of Georgia’s indebtedness, 
Then came rumors of ‘‘shading’’ the bonds, the ru- 
mors became facts, and the shading continued 
until the bonds, which called for millions, were 
scarcely worth thousands. Jn many instances the 
depreciation resulted in great distressin the old 
German 7 

Eventually Judge O. A. Lochrane, of Atlanta. 
the well-known southern politician and attorney, 
was selected as the American agent of the.German 
bonéholders. Asa preliminary measure, he with 
Isham & Lincoln, filed a claim in the court of 


. Claims in Washington against the United States 


for recovery on the German bonds, setting up the 


‘plea that, as the southern states during the recon- 


struction period were directly governed by the 
seneee government, the United States were liable 
or the debts contracted by them. The point made 


} inthe Scase has notfyet peen passed upon by the 


court of claims. 

_ Finally, to test definitely the legality of the 
issue of the bonds and more to fix the moral 
responsipility of the people of Georgia for their 
payment than aught else, the New York repre- 
sentatives of foreign bondholders, including pos- 
sibly the Seligman’s will present to the state of 
Illinois for the benefit of the new soldier’s home, 
at Quincy bonds issued by the Georgia state gov- 
ernment in 1869-71 tothe amount of $100,000. To 
avoid the objection sustained by the supreme 
courtin the New Hampshire case the bonds will 
be given outright and become the absolute prop- 
erty ot the state of Illinois. The bonds, it is un- 
derstood, are now in this city ready to be turned 
pend to the state authorities, who will accept 
them. 

The case willthus assume a phase absolutely 
new in the history of American jurisprudence. In 
testing the relations of the states under the con- 
stitution, the suit will be the most important of 
the generation, and the questions arising in case 
of a decision against the stateof Georgia will be 
extremely interesting. Ifthe supreme court says 
the state shall pay the bonds, how is the maudate 
to be enforced? The legislature is only anthority 
tolevy the state taxes, and if the legislature 
should refuse to make a levy to pay the judgment 
it might be in order that the members should be 
locked up for contempt. Ofcourse, the intention 
of the constitution is that states would obey with- 
out coercion, but in the Georgia case. if the state 
pays a judgment llinois, it 
18 morally bound to pay the re- 
maining millions of an exactly similar debt on 
which suit bas not been brought; and then again, 
there is a deep seated feeling inthe state against 
anything that savors of reconstruction times which 
would tend to cast a decision of the supreme court 
to the winds. 

None of these legal points were considered by 
the supreme court in the New Hampshire case, 
chief-Justice Wsite confining himself to the rea- 
sons why suit could not be brought. The attorneys 
consequently have had the way of avoiding these 
obstacles clearly defined, and.in their bill they 
have carefully avoided the possibility of the court 
again deciding that it had no jurisdiction. ' 

The holders of the bonds who will be affected by 
the suit are widely scattered, but the bankers of 
New York and Brooklyn come in fora heavy 
: hare.

Muinois Officials Know Nothing About the 
Alleged Suit. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 6.—No Georgia 
bonds have been offered to any officers of this 
state as a donation to the soldiers’ home. Govy- 
ernor Oglesby said today he had received no 
notification that sucha gift is contemplated. 
The state auditor and attornéy general, who 
are the only persons competent to make the 
state of Illinois plaintiff in a suit, are also 
without information in regard to the alleged 
scheme to secure the assistance of the state to 
force Georgia to redeem her repudiated bonds.
